In’ Brashov Dr. Schlesin- 
ger, a 70-year-old dentist. was .sen- 
tenced to ten years’ imprisonment and 
his 55-vear-old wife Olga to: twelve 
years on charges of espionage because 
she was seen coming out of the Israeli 
Legation. In the same ‘trial. ‘23-year- 
old Harry Steinmetz was sentenced to 


eight vears’ imprisonment because he - 


received from. Mrs. Schlesinger 
Hebrew book and newspaper. Samuel 
Noe was gaoled for seven years and 
Aladar Biderman for six for collecting 
money to help. poor people. - 

Ar the beginning of this -year, in 
Constanza, Miky. Kaufman. aged 33, 
was sentenced to nine years’ imprison- 
ment for “ Zionist: propaganda.” He 
was heard to tell his circle of friends 
that he saw no future for his children 
in Rumania and had therefore applied 
for papers to emigrate to Israel. His 
four friends who. listened to him 
received sentences of from four to six 
years’ imprisonment, They. were all

comers. and..even seeking to. buy 
their votes not only with promises 
but with cash. 

Heckling at meetings has been the

exception rather than. the rule, largely 


because only party supporters bother 
to go along, The incident at Kiryat 


Government, 


Gat. where a. group of youngsters 
succeeded in breaking up a Mapai 
meeting, described as “closed.” has, 
therefore, been given undue impor 
tance. Not only “ Davar,” the party 
organ, but also the * Jerusalem Post ” 
have demanded that the “ hooligans.’ 
responsible punished. Seven 
persons have been detained. 

Central Election Committee adver- 
tisements are being. prominently dis- 
piaved in all papers announcing. that 
severe penalties can be imposed on 
persons contravening the law) by 
offering or accepting bribes for 
electoral purposes.

DAYAN. SWIFT 
WALKS. OUT

Dayan M. Swift walked out of the 
Edgware Yeshurun Synagogue, Fern- 
hurst Gardens, on Shemini Atzeret, 
in protest against the views expressed 
by Rabbi G, Ellinson in his sermon. 
The Dayan returned to the synagogue 
at the end of the sermon. 

Rabbi Ellinson said in his address 
that the trouble with our larger com- 
munities was that there was too much 


emphasis on “pomp and show” and 


too little on the essentials of worship. 
He stated that canonicals and dog- 
collars were not a substitute for the 
observance of the Mitzvot. He 
criticised those who favoured the 
amplification of services im syna- 
gogues ; mixed choirs; and honorary 
officers who were not Shomre 
Shabbat. 

Dayan Swift, who had been invited 
by Rabbi Ellinson to give a sermon 
in that synagogue on the second day 
of Succot, told me that he regarded 
Rabbi Ellinson’s sermon as 4 tirade 
against the religious organisation with 
which he was connected and. there- 
fore, felt that he could not remain 


In the synagogue during the sermon. 
Referring to Dayan Swift’s. walk- 


out, Rabbi Ellinson told me that he 


found the Dayan’s sensitivity on 
these subjects “most strange 


especially. odd,” as he [Dayan Swift] 
seemed quite prepared to dance: on 
Simchat: Torah with a minister who 
attacked ‘the Beth. Din <at least 
as strongly.

HABBAT  BERESHIT, on 
which we read that the Sun 
and the Moon were created on 


the fourth day, has been heralded 


this year by a reminder that -the 
time when man will set foot on the 
Moon may not be far away. The 
papers have carried the first pic- 
tures ever of the Moon’s far side, 
taken from a Russian rocket that 
had been sent 300,000 miles” into 
space, transmitted by radio 
back to earth. This latest-in a 
quick. succession of stupendous 
developments is greeted with as 
much resignation .as exhilaration. 
Their bearing on the ultimate 
meaning of Creation provokes no 
attack by science on religion on the 
lines of the Genesis. v. Evolution 
controversies of half a century ago. 
A journey to the Moon is still 
nowhere. in infinity and still does 
not make man the measure of all 
things. 

This mood comes to us in a 
variety of ways.. At the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion, Dayan Grunfeld’s vigorous 
castigation of the downgrading. of 


religion in the life of our own com- 


munity was painted in .contrast 
to the interest religion: in 
society as a whole. Similar 


thoughts appear in a little magazine

SHABBAT AND CREATION 


ET us try to understand the 


import and underlying pur- | 


pose of one of the first mentioned 
and most basic commandments ol 
the Torah: the observance of a 
uniform and complete Day of 
Rest. 

The most obvious approach is 
the sociological. This mitzva sets 
out to protect us from excessive 


preoccupation with the business of 


earning a living. Under more 
immediate stresses of economic 
need and material ambition there 


arises a dangerous temptation for 


considerations of health and lasting 
happiness to be pushed aside, and 
requirements of physical and 
mental rest to be overlooked. 
Before man was relegated to a life 
of toil and sweat, it was decreed 


that there would be one day in 


seven when all work and worry 
should cease, a pause for refresh- 
ment and revitalisation.

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SCHOOL PLAN ATTACKED 


Clash at Federation Meeting 


Jewish Chronicle Reporters 


The proposed founding of a new 


Jewish day school in the East End 


aroused some controversy at the mecet- 
ing of the Council of the Federation 
of Synagogues held at the Commer- 
cial Road Great Synagogue Hall, E.1, 
on Tuesday. 

The school is envisaged as part of 
the central institution planned for 
Philpot Street, E., as the result of 
the amalgamation of the two existing 
Federation synagogues there. Accord- 
ing to the President of the Federation, 
Mr, M. Lederman, with whose report 
the mecting began, the Philpot Street 
plan was now approaching completion. 

In the debate which followed. the 
President's report, Mr. H. Balkin, the 
Canning Town delegate, appealed to 
the Hon. Officers to relinquish the 
idea of a day school in Philpot Street 
in view of the fact that the near-by 
Stepney. Jewish. Day School was 
already filling the need. for Jewish 
education in the area. 

Other speakers, however, expressed 


_ the opinion that there was plenty of 


room for a second day school in the 
area, and of them. added that 
they did not think the education given 
at the Stepney school was sufficiently 
Jewish. 


Replying. Mr. Lederman made it 


clear that the Federation kad no 
general intention of opening day - 
schools. This was a matter for the 


congregation involved. Jf the Philpot 
Street authorities decided to pre

- ward with their plans for the school 


would give them all the help they 
could. 
On the subject of the L ondon Board

Jewish religious educational. 
authorities in London have a difficult 
problem—assessing how many chil- 


dren will require Jewish secondary 


school places in the next few. years 
and how to provide such places. for 
them 

Dr. I. Fishman, the London Board 
of Religious Education's Director of 
Education, told me in an interview 
that it was difficult to plan for extra 
places because the number of parents 
seeking Jewish Day School places for 
their children may change from year 
to year. 

On present reckoning, about 2,000 


children. may need Jewish Day 
School places in the next five years, 
said. Dr. Fishman. Of these, it 1s 
estimated that about 1,200 will 


require education at primary schools 
and 800 at secondary and grammar 
schools, 


The schools. available. for these 
children are: the J.F.S. Secondary 
School, which is State-aided; ‘the 


Avigdor Secondary. School for Girls, 
which is State-aided the Hasmonean 
Grammar School for. Boys, . also 
State-aided the Hasmonean Gram- 
mar School. for Girls which ‘is fee- 
paying; the North-West London 
Jewish School for Boys (fee paying) ; 
the Yesodey Hatorah boys’ and 
girls’ school in Stamford Hill (fee. 
paying). 

Biggest of all is the LFS. Secon- 
dary School for boys and girls at 
Camden Town, which at parece has 
500 places. 

As. soon as finances. are available 
and the routine building requirements 
are dealt with, this school will have 
an extension which will provide a 


further 500. places. 
. Estimating that some 800 children’ 
will need secondary school places in 


-schools,

the next five years, it is reasonable to 
presume that some 700 of them wi!! 
be lucky, he stated. It is hoped tha; 
the J.F.S. extension will be available 
within -that period, and it is also 
hoped that some of the other secon- 
dary schools mentioned above, with 
facilities for expansion, will have 
carried out these extensions so as to 
provide. the extra places.

TECHNION FINALLY ELECTS 
EXECUTIVE

After two false and stormy starts—- 
the first during the-annual meeting in 
July, the second during the extra- 
ordinary meeting in September—the 
third meeting of the British Technion 
Committee, held at the Clifton Ford 
Hotel, London, on Tuesday, at. last 
managed to: elect a properly con- 
stituted Executive. 

But this, too, only came about 
after some excitement and heated 
exchanges between the Acting Chair- 
man of the Executive. Mr. Edward F. 
Rosen, and Mr. John Lewis, a former 
Deputy-Chairman, whose strictures 
on the conduct of the . previous 
elections and on the general manage- 
ment of the Committee necessitated 
the convening of extra- 
ofdinary meetings, 

When 1 arrived at the Hotel. the 
corridor leading to the meeting hall 
was almost as crowded as the hall 
itself. It appeared that: a number of 
people, mainly. youngsters, were 
refused admission because they were 
not.- members. of. the” society: 
Apparently, applied for 
membership only on the eve of the 
meeting so as to.be eligible to vote. 
All their applications. were typed on 


the same. ‘kind of -paper and. ‘sent: 


in the same type of envelope. and all 

the postal orders for ‘membership 

dues. were. consecutively numbered. 
Faced with what: looked like 
take-over” bid. the: acting’ Execu- 


‘tive Committee took. adv: intage of 


clause. three of: the Constitution 
which states inter alia: The Execu- 
tive ‘Committee shall have the power 
in its absolute discretion to admit Or 


refuse to admit to membership or to 
terminate membership. . 

In opening the proceedings the 
Chairman, Mr. Rosen. stated that in 
accordance with. the decision: of ‘the 
previous extraordinary meeting | the 
present. gathering had been convened 
so that there could. not be the 
slightest doubt as to its constitutional 
propriety. | 

Accordingly, he called -upon 
“three ladies and: three gentlemen” 
(whom he did not name) who weré 
not members to leave the meeting. 

This: evoked. a protest from Mr, 
Lewis who. asked whether. some ‘new 
members been: admitted by the 
Executive during’ its. meeting — the 
previous evening while others’ had 
been refused. 

Chairman's Denial 

The. Chairman denied that anyone 
had been admitted after the notices 
for the meeting had gone. out, While 
Mr. Lewis mi ide another: protest, Dr. 
R. Bramley turned towards him. and 
described the sudden appic: itions for 
membership as. “a dirty. trick.” 

The: whole imcident stibs ided afier 
the Chairman announced that. those 


who were not members might stay. 


but. they’ must. not take any’ part in 
the proceedings or in ballot. 

fter all the fuss and the delay of 
several months ine. newly éleeted.

SENSITIVE PAINTING 


By F.G. STONE 


You will find the name of Francis 
Picabia in books on modern art often, 
but in lists ef names seldom. alone. 
Though André Breton insisted that he 
was one of the pioneers, his first 
exhibition in London, which is at the 
Matthiesen Gallery till November 14, 
suggests rather that he was a fellow- 
traveller, moving with the times from 
his Sisleys of 1905 through Fauvism 
and Cubism, through Dadaism and 
Surrealism to the abstracts. he was 
painting when. he died in 1953, It is 
an interesting show, but leaves one 
empty, for tao many of. the pictures 
are meretricious examples of their 
various styles rather than. genuine 
creations, and they completely lack 
sensitivity. 

If you want sensitive painting go 
to Roland, Browse, and Delbanco, 
where Leonard Roseman is showing 
(till November This twilight 
painter of patterned people bathed in 
misty blue and orange has reached a 
new elegance.

FUTURE. historian interested 
in the progress of relations 
between Britain and Israel is 

unlikely to disregard the signifi- 
cance of October 30, 1949, the date 
on which the Hebrew Service of 
the B.B.C.. was. born.

MIDDLE EAST PEACE PLAN 


Allon’s Proposals 


By a Correspondent 

A striking new plan to bring about 
an ultimate peace settlement between 
Israel and the Arab States is put for- 
ward by General Yigal Allon, the 
Achdut Avoda leader, in an “open 
letter’ to the Arab leaders, appear- 
ing in this week’s issue of the “ New 
Statesman.” 

While emphasising that it is high 
time ‘that peace was signed between 
‘he Israelis and the Arabs, General 
Allon states that some Arab-Govern-

BIRTH-RATE DECLINE

JERUSALEM 

Israel’s birth-rate is continuing to 
decline, according to figures issued 
by the Ministry of Health. 

In 1958- 42,872 Jewish children 
were born, 2,000 less than the previ- 
ous year despite immigration and the 
comparatively high rate of birth 
among the Oriental population.

HALACHA IN ISRAEL 


WHat should be the place of 
Talmudic law ‘in the State of 
Israel? The question has been 
debated many’ times, and* usually 


those who point to its inadequacies: 
are brushed aside as Jacking under- 

standing and sympathy. That, at 

least, cannot be urged against those 

who spoke in the Yavneh Group’s 

discussion on “ Torah and the law,” 

reported elsewhere. They must be 

congratulated on a franker recog- 

nition of the need for Halacha. to 

adapt itself to a society that has 

changed. radically. since its rules 

were. formulated—-franker than Is 

common in Orthodox circles. Their 

frankness suggests that there exist 

vithin the. fold of Orthodoxy 

streams of thought ‘more resilient 

than the inflexible. attitude of. the 

rabbinic. establishment. suggests. 

Clearly. a more. thoroughgoing 

exposition of the subject is needed. 

If the Halacha is Divine it is per- 

fect, and if, as was emphasised in 

the discussion, its rules conflict 

with those which. the ideas_ of 

modern society embody in_ its 

codes of law, should not the ideas 

of modern society give way? 

Interpretation. might allow. the 

Halacha: a limited tolerance, but 

One soon reaches a point. where 

it cannot: vield without becoming 

untrue to itself. © Likewise with 

the suggestion of a “law reform 

committee.” Such body does 

good work in this country, but its 

function is to propose changes on 

which Parliament may choose to 

legislate. To institute a. “law 

reform committee’. while there is 
no authority to give effect to its 

recommendations js putting the. 
cart before the horse. In fact, the 
whole discussion, useful as it was, 
merely. emphasises once again the 
need for some rabbinic authority 
to take an initiative.

signed by King William IV,.grant- 
ing. Jews in Canada: their full civil 


‘and political rights. It is noteworthy 


that Jews in Great Britain did not 
gain the right to sit in a-Parlia- 
mentary body until 1858, twenty- 
Six years after the Jews in Canada 
had won this privilege. 


Rapid Population Increase 


At. this time there were only 107 
Jews in the country, on the basis 
of a religious census taken in 1831. 
Ten years later the figure was a 


mere 154, twenty years later the 
community numbered 1,186.

HANDEL AND THE JEWISH BIBLE 


HEN the Great Synagogue 

m London was rebuilt ‘in 

1766 Handel's. music was 
used in the opening ceremony. We 
may regard this (recounted in Cecil 
Roth’s “History of the Jews in 
England.”’)-as a gesture on the part 
of the ‘synagogue towards: estab- 
lishing. its .“-Englishness and 
loyalty, rather like the performance 


of. . National Anthem—to: 
Handel had. been -both a. Court 


pensioner and a national favourite. 
But it seems likely... in. addition, 
that the London Jewish community 
felt. warmth towards Handel 
because he had so -conspicuously 
drawn on the Jewish Scriptures for 
his: compositions, particularly ‘the 
oratorios which he had _ put. before 
the public from 1732 until hi death 
in. F7S9: 

Today, of - course; Handel's 
“* Messiah” is performed hundreds 
of times more’ often than all his 
other works put together, But this. 
was not the perspective of Handel’s 


own: day, --when, . indeed,. the. 
“Messiah “was. not: at: first” a 
great success. Among Handel’s 


oratorios only the Messiah” and 
“ Theodora” are Christian: in their 
message... As. against these; and 
one work on the Apocryphal. story 
of Susanna and. the 


fewer than. eleven: “oratorios 


are 
based. on. the Hebrew scriptures 
and-. two on Jewish -history of 


“Maccabean times * Judas. Mac- 
cubceus was an: emphatic ‘suecess 
at the box-office, but “Theodora.” 
(now reckoned masterpiece) 
fatled.; and Handel. himself is sup- 
posed to have remarked:. “ The 
Jews will not: come to -it (as. to 
‘Judas *) because tt is a Christian 
story, and the ladies will not come 
because it 18: a virtuous one.” 


No. Evidence . 


Upon the slender thread of. this: 
single. jesting =remark commenta- 
tors have hung a great weight of 
speculation as to the degree of sup- 
port which Handel's oratorio per- 
formances received from the Jews 
of London. Nothing in the way of 
real evidence is available. Nor. did 
Handel, in composing his oratorios, 
apparently have any artistic con- 
tacts with Jews. who might. have 
influenced: him. is true that he 
“Worked earlier with. an -ITtahan 
writer called Haym,. who pre- 
sumed to have been of Jewish birth 
and who-was represented con- 
temporary poem. as Apollo's secre- 
tary 

The god turned round and. found. 

just seated by him 


His old acquaintance, -Nicolino 
Haym 
but this was. when Handel was 
working. on. Italian opera, not 
English oratorio... Otto. Erich 
Deutsch, whose “ Handel: a Docu- 
mentary. Biography” 1s. today’s 


Standard work. on its subject, sug- 
vests that. George Amyand, chosen 


by Handel as his legal co-executor, 


- was“ probably. Jewish,” but 
adduces no evidence for. this. 


(Amyand later’ became an M.P., 
which means that at that time. he 
eannot’ have been practising 
Jew.) 


Public Appeal 


The persistence of Handel in 
drawing on the Jewish Scriptures 
Stife, from 
nothing more than 
appeal of the ‘subjects to the 
fashionable musical public of the 
time. We think, perhaps mislead- 
ingly, of the eighteenth century as 
the Age of Reason, when Christian 
‘polemics lay dormant between the 
turbulent seventeenth century and 
the evangelistic nineteenth; but 
this was nevertheless a time when 
the cultivated man knew his Bible 


and could recognise what we 
Should now think of as rather 


obscure references to the Prophetic 
books, 

Moreover, writers with a wish to 
gain Court favour or to appeal to 
national sentiment had no  hesi- 
lation in making parallels with Old 
Testament stories of military 
triumph righteous kingship

possessed by religious feelings and 
the urge to express them. What

HIS js the fourteenth time 
since it was first awarded 59 
years ago that the Nobel 
Prize for medicine has been won

The leaflet stated. that the Russians 
should. “teach a lesson to the Jéws 
whom they had. rescued from death 
by giving them our sotl—~a’ hated 
people, who in_ their impudence 
seized. the main. jobs and with their 
connections drew each other in until 
they turned. their.. rescuers. into 
dependents. They pushed. * equality 
of rights’ into the minds of ‘the 
inexperienced. Russian people... This 
they could not fob off on the German 
people who rounded them up and 
threw them out of their land.” _ 
The Jews, the. leaflet said, were 
‘capable of anything for the’ sake of 
gain... The: Russian people. does 


not understand who. is in its midst... 


but the day of action is not far off. 
The Bolsheviks acted. over-hastily. in 
granting equality to this nation. They 
[Jews] can be pushed under, but they 
will crawl up and like excrescence 
befoul the clean and pure soil of the 
Russian people.”

four months’ imprisonment. A youny 
soldier, who was accused of violence 
was turned over to the German mili. 
tary authorities, and three other vil- 
lagers were given fines ranging from 
30 marks (about £2 10s.) to 150 mark: 
(about. £12 10s.). Six other defendants 
were acquitted for lack of evidence. 
All the defendants: had pleaded. not 
guilty.
